ENGLAND MAY PUT OILS AND 
FATS ON CONTRABAND LIST 


Raw Materials May be Utilized in 
Manufacture of Explosives, 
Say Chemists. 


By United Press. 
London, January 20—Great B rit­ 
ain is expected soon to put fats and 
oils on the list o f absolute co ntra­ 
band, just as it did 
with 
cotton. 
Scientists have been demanding that 
this he done fo r some time, saying 
it is the ignorance o f government offi­ 
cials concerning the use of fats and 
oils in the m anufacture o f high ex­ 
plosives which lias left this raw m a­ 
terial supply open to Germany this 
long. 
Pro f. E. B. Poulton of Ox­ 
fo rd calls it ‘‘the national neglect o f 
science,” saying in pa rt: “It is da n­ 
gerous that a co untry which depends 
on science fo r 
its 
existence 
and 
pro sperity should he ruled by poli­ 
ticians and civil servants who, with 
will be taught by the present teach- 
ers.
